cluding the four soldiers on guard near the 
owder magazines. An official report to the 
Wy ‘Offico, dated the 2oth instant, says:— - . 
‘NThia moroing, at’ 2,20, the dynamit and 
‘gunpowder belonging to the Osaka Mililary 
rsenal, ‘stored at the Military Ammusition 
Depositary at Kinya, Hirakata, Kita Kawachi 
Aistrict, Osaka-fo, exploded. Tho’ first_ex- 
plosion ignited the black-powder magazne 
situated to the south beyond an, earthen: 
wall; and caused it to explode, and as a re- 
sult other military. buildings were. damaged, 
while the villages lying in the west of‘ the

- PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 
* Ioan interview with a representative of the 
Osaka Mainichi, LiautenunteColonel Sawa, of 
the Osaka Military Arsenal, who- visited: the 
scene of the disaster, gavé the following opinion 
on the cause of'the explosion :— aoe 

“The powder magazine at Kinya is under the 
jurisdiction of the Osaka Ordnance Office, and 
‘a portion of it is lenged by the Osaka Military 
Arseoal. Godowns Nos. 1 and.2, which hava 
exploded, were teased by the Arschal, The 
«present.explosion must have been caused’ by a 
sudden chatige in the weather., Owing ‘to the, 
serious drought continued from last month, 
-the—interior_of_the_ godown_was.- extreme 
ly dry,. while the temperature was abnormally 
high, In this neighbourhood during the night 
a heavy cloud was observed obscuring the 
sky. It descended to a low point, aod wheo 
above the No. 2 -godown, electricity :in the 
cloud may’ have rin down the lightning rod 
aud caused. combustion underground. Ac- 
cotding to’ onqpof the soldiers on guard, 
flames were first seen in tha godowo, aod 
were followed ‘next. momect by the, explo- 
sidn, The quality of the powder now manu- 
factured is quite different from ‘that made io 
formertimes. [t does nat explode immediately 
on ignition, and must bura for some time be- 
fore actually exploding.” : _ 

- Major Isbikawa, Gommander ofthe battalion 
of Engineering troops at Takatsuki, immodiate- 
ly on the explosion occurring visited the scene 
of the disaster, accompanied by a surgeon, and 
attended to the. injured’ soliders. Interviewed 
by a representative of the Osaka Ji/i, the offi- 
cer stated that two godowns had exploded. 
Tho guard of the powder magasino num- 
bered. 29 men, under Lieutenant Nagaoka, 
At the time of the explosion the mea 
were ont of the building. ‘In consequence 
they_—all_escapi urt_except fai 
guard-house’ and fifteen godowas in course of 
construction [n the grounds were all blown up, 
together with timber and othor materials piled 
up in the compound, The débris was shatter. 
ed'to fragments. A suddeo change’ in the 
weather may have been the cause of the dis~ 
aster, The powder magazine was sifuated on 
an elevation a little over. 300 yards south of 
Kinyamura, a village comprising some sa 
shouses, and about a mile aod 2 half sast of 
Hirakata, Each godown was built of bricks 
over a foot in thickness, and enclosed by an 
earthen. wall 18 feet thick and 20 feet high. A 
thermonteter was kept in each building, and 
the temperature. was always maintained at to 
deg. Centigrade (50 deg. Fahrenheit), Tho 
first godown blown up was.a building 48 ft. 
ong by 30 ft wide—It-contained-chiefly- dis 
used shells and cartridges belonging to the, 
Military Arsenal, Lieutenant Nagaoka first 
noticed black. smoke.risiog densely from the 
godown is question. Thereupon be calléd 
out the men and ordered certain of thom 
‘to ascestain what was the matter, The men 
had gone only & few steps when the ex- 
plosion occurred, and the rdar had pot.died 
away when the second godown exploded.” The 
Inttar, which was of the same size as the first, 
contained 50 cases of powder (each containing 
a little over a hundredwei2ht),-io‘addition to a 
large quantity of ammunition for rifles and hig 
guns, In consequence the explosion of this 
godown was very.destractive. It carried away 
the earth in the surrounding rice fields and tore 
up the bottom of the Yoshino pond, ieaving a 
deep hole. The men on guard were all hurled 
drom the premises, one being thrown into’ a’ 
pond 180 feat away, acd it is marvellous any of 
them escaped with their lives, Ofshe adjoloing 
villages. Kinya suffered most, followed by Naka-’

Describing the destruction at Kinyamura, the 
Osdka Mainichi writes that the damage sustain-

The débris from the magazines féll on to the 
village and stones three feet in diameter crathed 
down on some of the houses, ‘causing them to 
totally collapse or partially wrecking them.

TRE REVENGE PROBLEM.

i ¢  SINGAPORR'S TRMPERANCE. 
Circumstances io Hongkong have ‘made i 
necessary for the Government to consider its 
financial position, with the result that there is 
retrenchment on the ong hand, and additional 
taxation on the olber,cwrites the Singapore 
Free Press editorally, Retrenchment does. not 
appear to have greatly ‘alarmed the business 
' people—those chiefly represented in the news- 
papers; the views of the rétranched do not find: 
-an uaofficial outlet—but ddditional taxation in 
the matter of liquor licenses is exciting much 
discussion and journalistic writing. It is rather 
a domestic matter for Hongkong, and we 
‘should’ ‘not care to"interlere,“save that the 
“Straits |s alternately poinied to as a bright 
exemplar atid an awful example. When the 
Governor points out that wo get 7¢ lakhs from 
our liquors, and Hongkong only gets 2}, then 
the example is one to be followed, But in the 
course of argument the Hongkong Telegraph 
objects that the increased taxation will mean the 
-closing of*many of the houses, with a corres- 
ponding diminution of the consumption of liquor, 
and woeare brought inin another light. Ourcon- 
temporary says as to the Governor's conjecture 
that there isa larger liquor consuming com- 
mupity in Hongkong*than in Singapore :—, 
“We have no idea where'the Governor ob- 
“tained the information which led him: fo the 
conclusion that there. Is s larger liquor con- 
suming population in Hongkong than in the 
Straits Settlements. ‘Without appearing to 
malign our neighbours in the South we should 
say the reverse is actually the case, or at all 
events, there !s ‘nothing to choose between the 
two Crown Colonies. We remember a time 
"when it was said of Singapore that herdly.a- 
single white resident went home at night por- 
fectly sobor—which was, of course, a: vile 
slander—but certain facts must. have led to 
such a view being expressed publicly.. How- 
ever that may-be, the fact remains that Hong- 
kong is quite ‘as temperate as any other place 
in the Far East, which may not be saying vory 
- much, but is atleast an excuse for the, proclivi- 
ties-of that portion of the community which 
indolges in what is popularly known ata re- 
viver after the day's work, and those who were 
temperate before will be much more so Ip 
future, while those foolish few who drank to 
excess will have to curb thelr appetites in ac- 
cordance with the depth of thelr purses.” 
We do not resent the comparison of old times 
wit new. Some might be foundto resent the 
suggestion that we ip. the Straits could not 
carry as much as they of Hongkong. Stich a 
comparison is not exactly odious ; rather it Is 
foltome. The retort that occurs. at the 
moment is that the only time the Singa- 
pore.elephant was really paioted, was when 
the Hongkong team came down bere to 
play cricket: During @ smoking concert 
some of the visitors left the Town Hall and 
advertlsed Aspivall’s enamel by painting the 
yold elephant. This much is to be said, 
t was not, entirely red, but varisgated cream 
and red with black spots. It bad‘never been 
done before or bas never been done since, but 
that can hardly be adduced as.to the present 
‘relative capacities of Hongkong and Singapore 
forthe consumption of liquor. We cap, in all 
seriousness, assert that a very great chango 
“has come over us ‘in the fast ten years even, 
and it is no longer considered the thing ta do 
more than quench the thirst after sports and 
ames. Hard dricking before and after dinner 
1s quite out of fashion and that is an advantage 
compared with which a diminution of the re- 
veoue frotliguor is a trifling matier.
